Tralaing Ship Cutter Run Down. 


A boating accident occurred in 
the Thames off Parfleet on Augast 
30 by which 16 boys of the train- 
ing ship Cornwall and the petty - 
officer in charge of them, nemed 
Lang, loot ¢ .eir lives, : 
Tt would appear.that the Alert, 
acatter belonging to the Corn- 
wall, lying off Purflset, put off 
from the vegsol with Lene and 26 
boys for instraction in eailing 
and rowing. There was a fair 
‘wind and the weather was. 
clear, The Alert sailed down 
the river and - then up 
again, On the.retarn journey, 
when off Garrison Pier, the look- 
out boy in the cutter reported a 
tug ooming up the river at fall 
apeod about 100 yards from the 
culter. Patty Officer Lane, who 
wag in charge, bailed the captain 
of the tag: to lower his speed or 
alter hia coures. For some reason, 
it ia alleged, this waa not done

Mr. Lane shouted to the tug to 
atop or alter hia course, bat ap- 
parently the tag did not do sa, 
The cutter was streck amidships, 
bringing down tho mast and aail 
in the middle of the oatter. Ia 
accordance with inatructions when 
sailing the boys were sitting in the 
bottom of the boatand some of them 
must havd become entangled in tha 
tail when it came down. The 
cattor was hardly -moving at the, 
time, the sheets having been let 
down owjng to a paff of wind on 
ihe quarter.

Judgments have recently been 
delivered by the Germen Prize 
Conrt.nt Hamburg in the cases 


-of the ateaniships Maria ond 


Batavier V. : 
The, Maria, a Datch vessal, wae 
carrying 8 cargo of wheat, ehipp- 
ed at Portland (Oregon) to Belfast 
and Dablio, -She was captared 
and eunk by the German warabip 
Karlarahe -in the Atlantic on 
September 21 — Iaat, The 
Batavior V., a Datch vessel bound 
for London, was captured in the 
North Sea on March 18 last, sod 
taken to Z-ebragge on suspicion 
of carrying contraband. 
The'sinking of the Maria wae 
justified by the German Prize 
Court on the ground that having 
regard to the placa of capture, 
the commsndenof the Karlsruhe 
was unable to take the veszel into 
a German port or the port of 
an allied: - ar, and 
60 acted pursuant to 
Article 113 of the German Naval 
Prize Regulations. Thie was ssid 
not to require'any farthor explan- 
jation, and payment of indemnity 
to the owner wag refused. 
The judgments show that in
